THE SUBWAY STRIKE 


C O M E S O AN END 


TIE PASS, March 12, 2 p. m.—For 
many miles all approaches to Tie Pass 
are covered with troops of artillery 
and baggage transports. 
Pressing 
northward 
twenty-fivej 


miles is the rear guard commanded by 
Kuropatkin doggedly disputing with the 
enemy every foot of ground in order 
to cover the retreat of his army. 
Losses in this defeat are the most 
bitter yet experienced by the Russians. 
By moderate computation there is not 
less than 300.000 lost to both sides. The 
Russians 
also 
sacrificed 
enormous 


quantities of ammunition and stores. 


It Is Impossible to say whether the 


Russians will be able to hold this po- 
sition or be forced to retreat to Har- 
bin, but if the rank and file do not get 
panic stricken they may be able to 
check the enemy. 
Before beginning the retreat all de- 


pots, stores, military buildings and av- 
erything that might be valuable to the 
Japanese was set on flre and a large 
amount of baggage a"d 
many guns 


were abandoned. 
All the rolling stock of the railroad 
brought away about 
1600 wounded 
Russians. 
The Japanese were left at 


Mukden hospitals. 
The retreating columns were bom- 
barded on both flanks by 
batteries 


which it was impossible to silence, yet 
the retreat was conducted with 
as- 


toundlng precision which was largely 
due to the personal efforts of Kuro- 
patkln, who, with haggard face, his 
uniform yellow with dust, was every- 
where when needed. 
The cause of the Mukden defeat is 


attributed to many causes, the most 
Important being Insufficient informa- 
tion concerning the Japanese and their 
strength, which far exceeded Russian 
calculations.
